Adair of that city who 
is being employed by a Canadian company 
some of whose members are also members 
of parliament, to explore for a railroad 
route from Edmonton to Alaska by way of 
the Yukon neat. spring. 

Tue Calgary Herald’s special Klondike 
edition is to hand. It comprises eight 
pages of very good information in regard to 
the Yukon and the way to get there, 
accompanied by a full page map of the 
route. This special edition of. the Herald 
will do good work in drawing attention to 
the land and water routes from Edmonton. 

Ir has been decided by the engineer that 
it will be necessary to drive piles for the 
foundation of the bridge, as the test well 
did-not show the solid strata that was ex- 
pected. The foundation upon which the 
piers will rest is not rock and yet it is so 
hard that possibly piles cannot be driven 
init. Pile drivers are being built for the 
work. 

Wixnreec Commercial of Sept. 20th 
speaking editorially of the routes to the 
Yukon: ‘‘No doubt a great many people 
will go via. the Edmonton route next year, 
while if the Stickeen route is found to be as 
favorable as has recently been reported it 
will no doubt be opened up.” The eastern 
interests which support the Commercial 
must be infinitely obliged to that jouraal 
for the strained impartiality of its remarks 
regarding the rival routes. 

Tuer boring for oil at Victoria has reached 
a depth of 610 feet. As yet no indications 
of oil have been discovered and none are 
expected until a depth of 2200 feet is 
reached. Mr. Fraser expects to reach a 
depth of 1000 feet this fall. On the closing 
of the work at Felican rapids on account of 
the flow of gas, the gang of borers from 
there went to Victoria. It is expected that 
the gas at Pelican rapids,will exhaust itself 
by spring, when operations can be resumed, 
and expert-drillers are confident of striking 
oil 200 feet below their present depth. 


A REPORT from inspecter Constantine, at 
Dawson, under date August llth, states 
that three of the Yukon river boats have 
been disabled, but that he had secured 
most of the provisions which the transpor- 
tation companies were under. contract to 
lay down at Dawson for the police and sur- 
veyors. Colonel Herchmer, in a letter to 
Controller White, fears that Administrator 
Walsh will not be able to reach Dawson 
this winter. He does not think that the 
huskie dogs which are to transport the 
party will be able to carry enough food for 
the journey. One hundred and twenty- 
three dogs have been secured for.the use of 
the party. 

W. McKay is back from Egg lake, north 
side, where he was putting up a spur. tele- 
graph line for the Roman Catholic mission 
on the half-breed reserve there. ~ Buildings 
are being erected there for the sisters of 
charity now at Lac la Biche, and the grist 
and saw mill now there will also be removed 
there. About 30 half-breed families now 
reside in the settlement. The crops were 
good this season, but the average is yet 
small.

WHY THE BUSHEL? 
Why do we calculate the price of 


grain and vegetables by the bushel ? 
They are never sold by measure .now- 
a-days. Always by weight. Now 
that we sell such a large part of our 
farm products in British Columbia 
where the ton is the standard it is a 
perpetuai source of annoyance to 
everyone handling grain and interest- 
ed directly or indirectly in British 
Columbia prices that an arithmetical 
process must be gone through either 
to reduce bushels to tons or tons to 
bushels before he understands what 
the prices are. Talk about the Con- 
servative business methods of Eng- 
land. It is nothing to our case where 
with a decimal money system we still 
use an awkward measurement in cal- 
culation as to value which we never 
use in calculation as to quantity. A 
calculation on the basis of cents to 
the hundred pounds would be accurate 
and simple to the last degree, and by 
the easiest mental process would give 
the price in tons for British Colurabia 


and in bushels for Manitoba.

A MILLION BUSHELS. 

Harvest is over in this district and 
stacking and threshing are in progress. 
The season has been one of the most 
favorable in the history of Edmonton. 
Except a few fields damaged by hail,— 
some of which recovered almost entirely 
—there have been absolutely no hinder- 
ances or drawbacks to the growth and 
maturity of the crop. The weather at 
the time of ripening was particularly 
favorable, and shower being 
mingled in suck due proportion that 
the filling process accompanied the

of the standing crop left nothing to be 
desired, the returns from the threshers 
so far as received surpass the expecta- 
tions based on that appearance—some-

price of wheat. 

When the BuLietin last year ven-

“every way which required four pounds

below the mark. Judging by the 
returns received from the threshers so 
far wheat alone will average from 25 
te 30 bushels, oats from 50 to 75 and 
barley not less than 35. If half the 
crop is wheat, as it probably is, there 
would be half a million bushels of 
wheat at 25 bushels to the acre. Of 
the other half of the crop by far the 
larger part is oats, so that the average 
of that half will not be less than 50 
bushels an acre or a million bushels of 
oats and half a million of wheat, or a 
million and a half bushels of grain at 
a very conservative estimate. There 
is very little doubt that the full re- 
turns will not fall short of two million 
bushels of all grains. Although the

The elevator owners who are the 
grain buyers of Manitoba have entered 
into a combine. They say for the 
purpose of saving expense in handling 
grain ; others say for the purpose of 
squeezing the farmer out of his fair 
share of the profits of his farm in this 
his first profitable season of many. 
Dealing with this subject the chief 
organ of monopoly in Eastern Canada 
says regarding the part likely to be 
played in this game by the C. P. R: 

“The interests of the great Can- 
edian railway are so bound up in 
the development of the west that 
even gigantic profits of a combinat- 
ion in this fat year would scarcely 
repay the loss through certain in- 
jury to the prairie country. Be- 
sides the railway is sufficiently 
under control of the Dominion 
ministry to have any such move- 
ment checked the moment it has 
become apparent.” 

As long as the Globe can use the 1e- 
putation for honesty of purpose and 
the vast circulaticn thereby secured for 
it by the late Hon. George Brown for 
the purpose of misleading the people of 
Eastern Canada as to the attitude of 
the C. P. R. towards the Northwest so 
long there is no hope of securing relief 
from the curse of railway monopoly in 
this country; so long we will be at the 
mercy of schemes such as this, and so 
long we cannot expect the progress that 
we should and would have under pro-

OUTFIT AT EDMONTON. 


The following letter has been sent 
by one of the Yukon bound travellers 
to a leading Winnipeg paper for the 
information of other travellers who 
may be led into loss and delay by 
purchasing their outfits where the 
seller has no interest in seeing them 
properly supplied, nor knowledge as 
to what would be g proper supply : 
DEAR SIR. 

Will you kindly insert this letter in 
the columns of your valuable paper. 
There are a good many of your read- 
ers thinking of going to the Yukon 
via the Edmonton route, and I should 
like to give them a few words of ad- 
vice in regard to their outfits. Also 
our experience in purchasing our own. 
Myself and partner purchased our 
outfits in Manitoba and shipped the 
same from Elkhorn, per freight on 
Sept. 9th. Here we are still waiting 
for [the same, and cannot get auy 
track of it. 

Now since stopping here I find that 
we could have saved quite 30 per cent. 
besides the worry of losing valuable 
time, which means quite an item to 


people intending to travel these 
northern regions. The merchants 


here seem quite able to supply every-. 
thing needed and in a less bulky 
form than what you can purchase 
down east of here, as they understand 
the requirements of miners; and are so 
obliging in regard to advice, whether 
you purchase or not. 

I am not writing this as an adver- 
tisment as my purchases in this town 
have been small, but I intend it just 
for advice to intending gold seekers. 

I have spoken to quite a number of 
men who have travelled over this 
route right to the Pelly river and 
they think the advantages are quite 
50 per cent. over the coast route. We 
expect to leave here Friday or Satur- 
day, the 24th or 25th. 

Plenty of pack horses can be bought 
here. We are paying for ours about 
$20 each.

WEALTH AND STARVATION. 


A San Francisco despatch of Sept. 
16th says: The long overdue steamer 
Excelsior which left St. Michaels, 
Alaska, for this port six weeks ago, 
arrived here this morning with sixty- 
three passengers and about $2,500,000 
in gold. Of those who came down 
from Alaska, all but two are known 
to ‘have money; but few were cum- 
municative enough to admit how 
much they had. F. Hayes, of Port- 
land, was conceded to have the largest 
individual amount, but upon being in- 
terviewed he would admit having but 
$35,000. All unite in confirming the 
stories already told of impending 
danger of famine at Dawson City 
during the coming winter. They say 
there are at least 7,000 people at 
Dawson City, and that more are

and the prospects of getting more are

FROM NELSON RIVER. 


Juhn L’Anglais, who arrived from 
Peace and Nelson rivers on Monday, 
had a very hard experience. He 
went to Peace river in the spring of 
96 with a band of fifteen horses. 
Eight were packed and under saddle. 
He went by Fort Assiniboine and the 
east end of Lesser Slave Jake, leaving 
St. Albert about March 16th. From 
Fort Assiniboine to Slave lake only 
took seven days. The ice was solid 
in the lake when it was reached and 
the horses travelled on the ice, mak- 
ing the length of the lake in four 
or five days. The portage to Peace 
river took four days. 

Mr. L’ Anglais started on his trip 
from Fort St. John to Nelson river in 
April last accompanied by Messrs. 
L. Langevin, Eli Ringuette and G. 
l'arlardeau. They had seven horses, 
three of them carrying packs. They 
went to hunt beaver on the head of 
Hay river and to prospect on Nelson 
river. The snow had not all gone and 
there was frost in the muskegs. They 
travelled north and northwestward, 
on an Indian trail. They crossec 
Pine river about twenty miles from 
St. John on their second day’s travel. 
The valley is very deep and diflicult, 
but the river is not large and is ford- 
able. The valley is 600 to 700 feet 
deep. The country on either side is 
burnt and fallen timber and muskeg. 
Not hilly. Five days journey from 
Pine river they passed a lake which 
forms the head of Hay river- From 
the head of Hay river it was eight 
days travelling to the east branch of the 
Nelson. The country nearly to the 
Nelson is covered with burnt and 
fallen timber and muskeg, very diffi- 
cult to travel through, but is not 
hilly. They reached the west bank 
of the east branch of Nelson river 
about June 8th or 10th and travelled 
along it fora day. The east branch 
of the Nelson is 100 yards wide where 
they reached it, but quite shallow. 
The valley is not deep. The country 
was timbered, but the timber was 
green and not dense enough to prevent 
travel with horses through it. There 
is summer feed for horses, but it 
would not be suitable for horses to 
winter out. The country has a better 
appearance near the Nelson than near 
the Hay and Pine rivers. The party 
prospected for gold in the Nelson and 
found good prospects. They were 
told that the Indians had cut a trail 
through to the Liard from the Nelson. 
There is a trail direct from the Peace 
river crossing to the Nelson, but the 
party returned to Fort St. John by 
the same route they had taken going 
out.. The Indians make the round 
trip from St. John to the Nelson in 7 
days. But Mr. L’Anglais believes 
ithe trail up Halfway river to the 

west branch of the Nelson is better. 
This was the route taken by Jack 
Graham, with his outfit, this spring, 
but Mr. L’Anglais did not hear how 
he had progressed. .Coming down the 
Peace from Fort St. John Mr. L’Ang- 
Jais came alone on the north side and 
fell ill by the way. He was laid up 
for several weeks. This gave rise to 
the report that he had been lost. He 
says the north trail from St. John to 
Peace river crossing is bad, but the 
south trail is good. He was eleven 
days coming from the head of Siave 
lake to Edmonton. Campbell and 
Brenton had not reached Slave lake 
post when he left. Eli Ringuette, 
who accompanied Mr. L’Anglais to 
Nelson river, arrived with the Nagle 
party from the Landing. L. Lange- 
vin returned to Nelson river to winter 
there.

A Kingston despatch of Sept 16th, 
says: Capt. A. H. Lee, of the Royal 
college, for some time investigating the 
overland route to the Klondike in the 
capacity of special commissioner of the 
Lendon Chronicle has retniaca. Speak- 
ing of the Wiite Pass route from 
Skagway he says that of those who 
have one in the new direction there 
are now at moderate computation 7,000 
men and 3,600 pack animals, hopeless-

There 
is no trail worthy of the name except 
that which is blazed out by dead 
animals, piles of derelict baggage and 
the curses of the duped and disappoint- 
ed men. Suicides are frequent and 
there is more misery to the square inch 
on the Skagway trai! than to the cubic 
mile in most other portions of the earth. 
The route is blocked by boulders, pre- 
cipices, mountains, bog holes. Almost

PURCHASE AT EDMONTON, 


The Montreal Star publishes a letter 
from Geo. F’. Ransom of the Montreal 
party bound for the Yukon, who pass- 
ed through Edmonton some weeks ago. 
The party had outfitted in Montreal. 
Mr. Ransom writes: “The merchants in 
Edmonton did all in their power to 
assist us in getting off A man can go 
to that place with ready cash and buy 
his complete outfit just as cheap gs in 
Montreal, and some things cheaper. . 
There were seven expeditions getting 
ready to leave ; five Americans, about 
about twenty-five men, and one other 
Canadian company. organized their five 
men beside ourselves, Two of the ex 
peditions are going the overland ronte 
with pack horses. But the road is not 
opened up yet, and the old trail is cov- 
ered with long grass, fallen trees, etc.. 
which will make progress slow. The 


other five-are coming “our way” by 
water. Each party is taking provisions 
for about one year and a half. We 
left Edmonton on Wednesday last with 
three teams, and about ten thousand 
pounds of provisions. They charge 
three-quarters of a cent alb. to bring it 
to the Landing, which is very cheap, 
as the roads are rough snd heavy with 
hundreds of hills. There is plenty of 
game along the route of about one hun- 
dred miles. It takes about four days. 
O. H. Bush and otker teamsters have 
teams enough to drive hundreds of 
parties, and he is getting more ready 
|for the spring rush. Colin Johnston 
is going to build boats all winter, and 
this is by far the cheapest route and 
the easiest to get freight in. The 
Northwest mounted police stationed at 
different places are very obliging, and 
give you all the information they know, 
especially at Edmonton and the Land- 
ing. :

TESTING MILK AT CREAMERIES. 
By C. Mar ker. 

As this milk testing is, perhaps, that 
part of the creamery work and manage- 
ment which is least understood by the 
great majority of the patrons of the 
creameries, a short description and 
explanation here may be of interest to 
those who wish to make themselves 
acquainted with the mode of sampling 
and testing milk as it is done at the 
creameries and cheese factories. 

The fairness and honesty of the Bab- 
cock test, when properly manipulated 
is too well knowa to require any 
further comment here. The object 
of this article is simply to con- 
vey, through a short explanation, a 
most general understanding of the 
principles underlying the method cf 
testing, according to which the proceeds 
are divided among those who furnish 
the milk. 

Sampling of the milk: As soon as 
the milk brought in by each patron 
is weighed, it should be mixed 
thoroughly and a representative sample 
taken for testing, but as the raaking 
of daily tests would involve tuo much 
labor and expense, a certain method, 
equally as good, has been adopted dur- 
ing the last few years namely the 


composite method of testing. Bottles, | 


labelled and corked, are kept for hold- 
ing samples of each patron’s milk at 
the creamery or separating station, and 
in order to prevent souring of the 
samples of milk in these bottles a small 
quantity of powdered bi-chromate of 
potash is fut into each before the first 
sample of milkis putin; a small re- 
presentative sample should now be 
added each dav—hence the term, com- 
posite—for periods ranging from one 
to two or three weeks according to the 
present facilities for making the tests, 

When the test is to be made the 
milk in each bottle should be thorough- 


ly mixed and asample taken from it | 
with the 17.6 ¢. c. pipette and tested | 


in the Babeock machine in the usual 
way. ‘he readings of the butter fat 
will then represent the average quality 
of milk from which the composite 
samples were taken during that period.
